Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund
of the state in the biennium, beginning July 1, 1961, and ending June
30, 1963, for the support, maintenance, equipment, repairs, replace-
ments and alterations of all institutions under the control of the state
board of regents, the following sums or so much thereof as may be
necessary for the following purposes to wit:

SEC. 12. The budget of total e.xpe.ndxtures for each institution
under the control of the state board of regeuts, including state appro-
priations and such other receipts as may be available for the same
purpose as the state appropriations, during the biennium shall not
exceed the budget for each institution as hereinafter set forth, except
the state board of regents may, in the event of an emergency or neces-
sity, which may arise at any particular institution under its control,
expend more than the amount budgeted for such institution which ex-
penditure shall be made out of increase in receipts of such institution,
such increase in receipts meaning receipts in excess of the estimation
of receipts of the respective institutions as set forth in the appropria-
tions proposals submitted to the general assembly, provided that thirty
days pnor to such proposed increased expenditure the board shall re-
port in writing to the state comptroller the specific purpose of such
additional expenditure and the source and amount of funds availahle
therefor, and further said board shall set out in its biennial report
to the governor and the next general assembly such increased ex-
penditures, the purpose thereof, and the source and amount of funds
used therefor.
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No funds appropriated by this Act or receipts, which may be usefl
for the same purpose as said appropriations, may be used for capital
improvements.

SEC. 13. All salaries provided for in this Act shall be payable in
equal monthly or semi-monthly installments, and shall be in full com-
pensation for all services except as otherwise expressly provided and
except further that expense allowances shall be authorized, any ruling
of the Federal Internal Revenue Service with respect to the tax status
thereof notwithstanding.

SEC. 14. Any unencumbered balances remaining in the appropria-
tions made by the 58th General Assembly to the state board of regents
for the support, maintenance, equipment, repairs, replacements and
alterations of institutions under said state board of regents, on June
30, 1961, shall revert to the general fund of the state, except that bal-
ances not to exceed the following specified amounts may be retained in
each fund and used for necessary adjustments of salaries, support,
maintenance and equipment with the approval of the state board of
regents and the budget and financial control committee:

CHAPTER 6
BOARD OF REGENTS CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS
H. F. 709

AN ACT to appropriate from the general fund of the state of Iowa to the state board
of regents for capital improvements, repairs, replacements, alterations and equip-
ment.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

1 SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated from the general fund of
2 the state of Iowa to the state board of regents for capital improve-
3 ments, repairs, replacements, alterations and equipment, the sum of
4 twenty million seven hundred eighty-nine thousand two hundred dol-
5 lars ($20,789,200.00), the same being allotted to the various insti-
6 tutions under the state board of regents in the following amounts:
